Military Insignia 
Removed From 
Kennedy Grave 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pub- 


lic criticism apparently has led 
to the removal of military hats 
and emblems from the new 
grave of President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 


A soldier, sailor, Marine and 


airman spontaneously placed 
their hats at the original grave 
site when Kennedy was buried 
at Arlington National Cemetery. 


Later the hats of the Coast 


Guard and Green Berets — plus 
the insignia and shoulder straps 
of the military police and 3rd 
Infantry — were placed in sym- 
metrical order around the grave 
site. 


But some visitors said the 


headgear and emblems detract- 
ed from the simplicity and 
beauty of the new Kennedy 
grave, where the body of the 
assassinated 
president 
was 


ntoved March 14.

"We're confident in our man- 


agement, our engineering and 
ourse' • ," said Col. Frank 
Borman, one of five astronauts 
who testified Monday night be- 
fore congressmen investigating 
the Jan. 27 Apoilo fire at Cape 
Kennedy, Fla. 


He said they are eager to get 


on with the program to land 
men on the moon. 


Borman told the congress- 


men, "I think the question real- 
ly is: Are you confident in us?"

From the White House, simi- 


lar calls were placed around the 
country by presidential aide 
Mike Manatos and other con- 
gressional lobbyists, with the 
same warning to businessmen: 
if you don't get your Republican 
senator to vote against the Gore 
repealer, you may lose the 7 per 
cent investment tax credit. 
That's the bill Gore used as a 
vehicle for his repealer. 


On the floor of the senate 


itself, Senator Long surprised 
his admirers by using similar 
strong-arm tactics, including not- 
so-veiled threats to his fellow 
Democrats that they had better 
go along or else. 


But when, to close the debate, 


Long w h e e l e d up Senator 
Thomas E. Dodd of Connecticut, 
who is under investigation by 
the senate for accepting as gifts 
large amounts of cash collected 
at testimonial dinners, he sealed 
his own defeat. What few fence- 
sitters there were at that point 
decided to vote with Gore and 
against Long.

It 
was, in fact, filled with glaring 
weaknesses — not least of 
which, as Senator Robert F.

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Limited War Bound to be Vogue 


• One reason why the Vietnamese war, or 
•t least tha way the Americans art 
conducting It, is so unpopular at home is 
that there is not and probably cannot be 
liny real statement of aims. Critics have 
complained that President Johnson has 
confused friend and enemy alike by hit 
failure to state such aims. He has replied 
by innocuous statements that we mutt fight 
to show communism it can't succeed with 
aggression. 


But the hard fact is that a limited war it 


a vague one because terms for a truce are 
to nebulous. 


During both World Wart it was easy to 


make statements that we would persevere 
with all our strength until the enemy gave 
up. The demand for unconditional surren- 
der of Germany late in World War n hat 
lien since criticised but certainly tha 
American people at the time backed it. 
There was no grey area in our opinions of 
friend or enemy; only the black and white 
of evil and good. There waa virtually 
nothing we could not in good faith do to 
defeat the enemy including the night and 
day bombing of open cities and the obvious 
killing of thousands of civilians. 


But the tragedy of the war in Vietnam 


Is that the two adversaries — the Commu- 
nists in the North and among the Viet 
Cong, and the Americans — are doing 
battle among and over the peasants of 
South Vietnam, many of them refugees 
themselves from communism in the North. 
The Communist forces are willing to 
exploit the villagers with terrorism and 
assassination and massacre because they 
see them as foils to be used for a larger 
end. The Americans do it by accident and 
growing frustration over our inability to 
end or win the war. In spite of ourselves, 
we have been forced to escalate the war 
and kill and maim ever more civilians, 
especially children. 


David Halberatram, New York Times 


correspondent who spent many years in 
Vietnam and who was severely critical of 


the Diem regime, points out that then waa 
BO conspiracy about tha growth of the war 
from our side. "We hava ttcalated only out 
of desperation, when the previous commit- 
ment failed and wa found thereupon that 
tha previous commitment had also pulled 
ua in to much daaper that it was just that 
much harder to negotiate than ever. 
Westerners, it turns out, are very sensitive 
and bad about losing face. Therefore wa 
escalated only out of weakness, when wa 
had nothing to negotiate." 


Americans really cannot expect their 


government to explain exactly what the 
aims in Vietnam are and how much it will 
cost us to win or how long it will take. But 
we can look elsewhere for suggestions. As 
our stepped-up bombing has not cut back 
on the infiltration of troops or supplies 
from the North (although perhaps it has 
slowed down what might have been greater 
advances), our defoliation of the jungles 
has not wiped out Viet Cong hideouts, we 
should look harder at the somehow easy 
advice to increase the raids by air and sea 
on the North. Some who think this war very 
much worth winning and winning com- 
pletely estimate that it will take a million 
American troops fighting on the ground in 
South Vietnam. If our government does not 
want to face that figure, the rest of us 
must. 


Secretary Rusk has explained that the 


State Department ignored a Hanoi offer for 
talks in 1965 because we were then in a 
position of weakness. Now that Hanoi 
refuses talks — or at least our government 
interprets its statements that way — is it 
from a position of weakness or from a 
belief that things will get better? 


When it all ends we may come to find 


that negotiating even from weakness in 
1905 would not have been so damaging to 
lives, materiel and prestige however we 
eventually settle. The great danger is that 
what began as a small scale effort of Com- 
munists to control could end in a massive 
confrontation. 


Memominees in Legal Jungle 


The Menominee Indians are left in a 


"state of legal weightlessness" over their 
traditional hunting and fishing rights in 
Menominee County, their former federal 
reservation. 


The State of Wisconsin says that now 


that the Indians have the same status as 
any other resident of the state they must 
obey the state's game and fish laws. The 
Wisconsin Supreme Court has ruled that 
the Indians lost their unrestricted rights 
when Congress freed them from federal 
trusteeship in 1954. The rights had been 
granted them in a federal treaty 100 years 
earlier. 


So the Indians sued the federal govern- 


ment for damages over the loss. But now 
the federal court of claims in Washington 
has ruled that the Indians never legally lost 


their rights. It says Congress passed a 
separate law in 1954 specifically preventing 
Wisconsin from depriving the Indians of 
treaty rights. 


In other words the federal court said 


that it can't give the Indians their rights 
back because they never lost them in the 
first place. But it also went on to say that 
the federal court can't prevent Wisconsin 
from enforcing state game and fish laws. 
"The Wisconsin Supreme Court cannot 
make the federal government compensate 
the Indians," wrote Justice James Durfee. 
"And this court is unable to stop Wiscon- 
sin's enforcement of state game laws." 
Durfee, onetime chairman of the Wisconsin 
Public Service Commission, says this leaves 
the Indians in "a state of legal weightless- 
ness."

It would not be 
easy to enforce such a sched- 
ule, but the leaders of tha 
major parties could them- 
selves agree, for instance, to 
confine presidential campaigns 
to the months of September 
and October. And the states 
could combine to reorganize 
their primary calendars so as 
to have nationwide primary 
days.

In Wash- 
ington there are some far out 
thinkers who believe the coun- 
try could best be run by 


arranging the ttatat at atatfr 
triratfvt provinces of a Meal 
empire. 


But ma real causa of f» 


erosion of local fovwnffleot 
and the gradual diminution of 
the sovereignty and Indepen- 
dence and enterprise of tha 
states, It money — or more 
particularly — the increasing 
difficulty in raising money for 
ostensibly "local" or "state" 
programs and responsibilities. 


There Is nothing more obvi- 


ous about Wisconsin local gov- 
ernment today than the tact 
that me local government sap. 
vices budget is outratimi tha 
practical productivity of the 
property tax which was ttt 
historic buttress. Every yes* 
brings more pressures for the 
state to take over larger 
percentages of local govern. 
ment services. Each year tha 
movement in that direction 
continues, although not at 
rapidly as the local mayors 
want. When the mayor of 
Madison won re-election by a 
tiny handful of votes recently, 
he blamed his troubles on his 
high property tax rate and 
announced that he would de- 
mand that the legislature do 
something about it. In such an 
atmosphere the "home rule" 
theme of tradition sounds hol- 
low and academic.

THE STATE, TOO 


Yet while the localities stand 


in the role of 
unblushing 


dependents upon the state, the 
state is occupying a stance of 
mendicancy in relation to the 
national treasury. The other 
day the Division of Industrial 
Development published a re- 
port on the comparatively high 
ratio of state taxation, as 
measured against other states 
and especially comparable and 
neighboring states. One of the 
factors cited, almost as a 
lament, is a seemingly smaller 
proportion of federal aid re- 
ceipts by the Wisconsin state 
treasury than other states are 
getting. 


The theme in state-federal 


relations today is ever more 
intensely related to prying 
more money out of the federal 
treasury for expenditure by 
slate administrations, either in 
grants or in tax-sharing The 
old philosophical distinctions 
between liberals and conserva- 
tives have been obliterated.

The mere possession of a 


gun is, in Itself, an urge to 
kill. Guns are for killing, and 
for nothing else. They kill not 
only by design, but by accl- 
dent, by madness, by fright, 
by bravado. No other weapon 
is so easy to commit murder 
with, so impulsively and to 
irrevocably — for the physical 
distance at which a gun can 
kill gives emotional distance to 
the act.

May I relate my experiences 


with Medicare? 


After surgery last Decem- 


ber, 
my hospital accepted 


assignment and forwarded my 
hospital bills to Medicare un- 
der plan A. Within four weeks 
the hospital received its mon- 
ey without any action by me.

The committee, she 
noted, engaged in "a long 
series of long meetings" to 
review the Student-Faculty 
Committee's recommenda- 
tions for expansion of dormi- 
tory visitation and came up 
with a plan for presentation to 
the faculty. 


"Of course, the bridge went 


out on the first strong tide," 
she said, referring to the 
March faculty 
meeting in 


which the plan was rejected 
by a KM6 vote, "but some of 
the foundations that were laid, 
piers that rose from rocks of 
fairly sound principle, may 
still exist." 


The report of a deep crisis 


of confidence arising from the 
students' b e l i e f that the 
teachers and administrators 
do not trust them, was a 
major concern in the commit- 


deliberation*. "Such a 


crisis can be detrimental to 
the atmosphere in which we 
teach oar courses; if the 
crisis deteriorates, learning 
will be affected," she report- 
ed. "The student-teacher rela- 
tionship is a partnership, a 
pei'sofl-to-person 
relationship 


that totes viability whan one 
of the partners must show to 
the other that he is 'respon- 
sible'." 
> 


"Students do not want 'free 


sex;' they want a climate in 
which they have the freedom 
to act responsibly. There is a 
feeling on the students' part 
that adults have taken a 
posture that looks like 'chick- 
ening out' on the emphasis .we 
have placed on independence 
when we tell them to form 
their own opinion, make their 
own judgment. We are on 
unsure ground because we are 
teaching not only the mind, 
but the whole person, and that 
has s o c i a l consequences," 
Miss Draheim read from the 
report. 


The Committee's delibera- 


tions covered questions con- 
cerning the purpose of rules 
restricting student freedom; 
the kind of trust to be 
extended to students in social 
realms; whether to enforce 
social rules or simply princi- 


pto; the exteat to which 
social regulations reprtaent 
the moral and ethical stan- 
dard of the university; pri- 
vacy; whether or not the 
university should bo concern- 
ed with students' sexual appt- 
tttes; and under what terms, 
if any, should there be invita- 
tional open house. 


Each committee member 


was asked to write a abort 
essay on what he or she 
thought the final draft should 
contain. Miss Draheim quoted 
from the essay compiled by 
herself and Miss Mary Mor- 
ton, dean of women: 


"In order to experience 


their own inner growth stu- 
dents should have the maxi- 
mum freedom consonant with 
their own optimum develop- 
ment within the academic 
community. We t h ere f o r e 
must set some limits which 
define our expectancies and 
even reveal our values. One of 
the highest of these values is 
the integrity and worth of the 
individual . . . We also value 
the kind of academic commu- 
nity that has been formed 
over the last hundred years, 
believing that it does contrib- 
ute to the total education of 
the individual member and to 
the good of the larger mem- 
ber and to the good of the 


larger society.

are assured that the North will 
take appropriate corresponding 
steps." 


He made the statement at the 


ceremonial opening session of 
the eight-nation Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization's 12th an- 
nual session. 


His comment came shortly 


after the South Vietnam govern- 
ment announced in Saigon its 
readiness for a mutual pullback 
from the demilitarized zone as a 
step toward peace talks with 
North Vietnam. 


Much Evidence 


Rusk said there is much evi- 


dence that Hanoi is sustained by 
the hope that dissenting opinion, 
in the United States or abroad, 
will cause the United States to 
abandon or weaken its support 
of South Vietnam. 


"Any 
such supposition is 


basic miscalculation which pro- 
longs the war, thus adding to 
the casualties," Rusk declared 


While Rusk made clear the 


U.S. 
determination to supporl 


South Vietnam in repelling at- 
tack, he said the goal of the 
SEATO alliance is peace. 


"My government has made 


clear that we are willing to try 
any promising path to peace," 
lie said. "We are prepared to 
talk about a final settlement 
and then work out the steps by 
which it might be reached," he 
said. 


"We are prepared to take 


steps to de-escalate the conflict, 
whenever we are assured that 
the North will take appropriate 
corresponding steps. 


"But every effort we and oth- 


ers have made to talk peace has 
met a curt refusal by Hanoi."
